word came from Sulzer. Martin H 
Glynn was preparing to be sworn in as 
governor, and Albany was looking to 
the speedy inauguration of a new 
regime. 


Before the court opened D-Cady Her- 


rick, chie* of the Sulzer legal forces, 
sat, a lone figure, at the table from 
which the batteries of the accused 
zovernor have been directed. Mr. Her- 
cick had something of a weary air. 
Papers were scattered indiscriminate- 
ly over the broad table, and around It 
there was an atmosphere of defeat and 
confusion. Across the open space In 
front of the rostrum the counsel for 
the assembly managers gathered, full 
of the victory tbey had won. 


It was a gray day outside, and 


through the yellow stained windows 
of the senate chamber there came a 
dull light that had to be re-enforced 
by a dozen electric chandeliers 
Sen- 


ators came in with blank roll calls in 
their hands, ready to cbeck off the 
names as the votes were cast, but 
nearly all of them could have run 
down the list In advance.

William Sulzer, having been convicted 
try more than a two-thirds vote of the

the respondent be removed from office, 
tt la now the doty of the presiding 
Judge to pronounce the decision that 
•the said William Sulzer, governor of 
the state, be and ia hereby removed 
from the aaid office of governor." 


Thase words that came from Presid- 


ing Judge Edgar M. Cullen sealed the 
late of William Sulzer aa governor. 
"From that Instant he ceased to be the 
chief executive pf the state. The court 
Of impeachment before which he ban 
been on trial since Sept. 18 had found 
Mm guilty on three of the eight arti- 
'elea that the assembly managers bad 
brought against him. 


By a yote of 43 to 12, Judge Cullen 


and Senator Wende not voting, the 
Mart bad decided to remove him. An- 
ather rote had been unanimously 
against hia disqualification from hold- 
tec farther office in the state. But 
Itta waa small consolation for the dls- 
gredited and disgraced officeholder. 


This done, the court of Impeachment 


adjourned slue die, exactly as the 
hands of the big clock In tlie southwest 
corner of tlie senate chamber pointed 
to the noon hour. The court broke up 
quietly, and its members went their 
way. 


The formal findings of the court were 


filed with the secretary of state by tlie 
•ergeant-at-arms of the senate 
Then 


tile same officer took the copy of what 
ba had filed to the executive mansion 
and served it on William Sulzer. This 
was the former governor's notice of 
eviction. 


Uartin H. Olyun at once assumed 


the duties of governor and will be 
•worn In before night 
He issued a 


statement in which he said he would 
««t be a "factionist" and would give 
the stste a clean administration.
